Our Postal Amugemeuts. 
The owners of the Bteumship Culi> 
fornia, haviDg' been handsomely 
oompeosated lor a long time back for 
carrying oar mails between San Frnn> 
oisco and Yictoria, appear dioposod lo 
treat tlie Colony in unytbiog but a 
generoas spirit. Tlie sabsidy hereto- 
fore paid them having been disoon- 
tinued, Ibey annouDOO by telegraph 
that they intend to gire Victoria the 
"go-by" — to Bail to Po- 1 Towosond, 
Seattle, Steilaooom and Olyrapia, and 
wo picsuino (allhousfh tbo diapatob 
does not so sliUo) to touch at Victoria 
after liaving called at all ihoso places. 
Nothing id uaid about tlio Colonial 
mails, and it ia safe to conjecturo that 
they will remain nt San Fraiicisfio 
Admirul Hastings having inado ar- 
raniioinoiits for tho carriage ot the 
Naval mail by tho Coiu|iaiiy, will ro- 
coivo it via Port TowriHcnd. Wo luel 
that wo can n 01 condemn too B'.rongly 
tho course adopted by Ilolladay i\: 
Bronham, the owners ot the lino. 
They can havo liitlo or no freight ami 
but fow passongors for ports on tho 
Sound, and their only object in going 
tboro bolore coming hero is to foroo 
this Colony into a rooowal of tha mail 
subsidy. So far as tbo arrangement" 
of that firm with the Colony are oon- 
oerned, they have nothing lo oomplain 
of. Within a very brief period they 
have received $28,000 in gold from us, 
and out of the very large sum paid for 
euob trip, a liability of only $1500 re« 
mains andisobargud. The - Governs 
ment, we believe, offered the Cora 
pany $500 per trip, which offor, it ic 
said, they indignantly spurned, demand 
ing 8750 per tiij) from tho (Colonial 
Government in addition to tho S'2oO 
paid thera by Admiral flustinj^s, 
Whether tho (Company are legally on- 
titled to a sinirlo cent for tho service, 
is a matter wo leava the Govern,, 
ment to ascertain. Certain it is, how,- 
evor, that upon every letter leaving 
this Colony for England is paid thf 
sum of 29 conts, only five conts of 
■which passes into tho Colonial ex- 
chequer. Tho remaining 24 conts are 
paid to ivhom ? and for what? To tho 
Imperial Governmeut'/ Tnon tho Im- 
perial Government is boand to make 
snob arrangements with the Govern- 
ment of the Uoiied States as will com- 
pensate that power for tbo expense 
and trouble of pn8^ing the letters over 
tbeir postal routes or conveying thorn 
in any of tbeir subsidized steamers to 
a point nearest the point at which a 
Bubsidizod English steamer touches. 
But if (as we suspect to bo tho ca-o;; 
ono-halfof tho 24 cents paid by our 
people goes to conipensato tho Ameri- 
can Government for convo3'ing the 
lottors through their territory or upon 
their mail Hteamors, then either tho Ira 
porial or tbo Colonial Government is 
to blame for not enforcing the torin- 
of tho arrangement. Wo have a dim 
recollection of a postal treaty between 
the United States and tho Home (Jov- 
ornraent, by the terms of which it i- 
provided that tbo mailfi for tho iS'orth 
American Colonies shall bo carried 
over any mail route of tho former 
power — either by soa or land — to tho 
point of connection with a British mail 
steamer or a British post otBco. if 
such a treaty be in existooco, then the 
colonists are entitled, upon puy- 
ment of tho sum additional to that 
charged by the Colonial Govern 
ment, to have their letters carried 
Jrcc of every other charge over 
American Postal routes, and deliver- 
ed to British I'ostul ugenis in is'orth 
Araeri 'a or in Greiit jJritain. We 
are sirenglhencd is this opiniou from tne 
fact that the curriers of the mull on Piigel 
Sound receive from the A mi'rieiin Gov- 
crnment 87,o00 [lor miniuii for "conveying 
the mail between 01yni|)ia (the teiiii;iiii~ 
of the overland postal route) iind Vie- 
toria," tuiieliiiig uleeriaiii specilied " wiiy 
ports." Nothing is paid by our people in 
addition to the ordiiuiry postal rjles 
for the carriage of letiera to or from ('an 
ada via i'liget Sound, a fact whicli 
shows 'hat a treaty or arrangement ul 
Somo kind cuiiipelliiig the delivery is in 
oxisteneo. However, whether there he 
an arrangement of tbo kind between the 
two Goveruiiicnts or not, it is (inile evi- 
dent that our local Qovernineut has not 
troubled itself to inquire into the real 
Slate of the ease. They have goua on 
from inontb to month iaeeticig the ezor- 
bilant demands of Holluday & Broli- 
biim, nntil ai! last they are compel led, 
through' tbeir inability to meet' pecuniary 
pbiigaiioas, to at>k a reduclioa ia the raje*. 



Tbis. reductioo the steamship ovners^baTe 
inoit nngenerbusly refaspd to accede to, 
affd hjavejicoapled withv .that > refusal on 
implied^ tiii-eat'td, pass the pdrtin fotare 
if tho subsidy be not renewed at their 
own figure. If we be really at the^mercy 
of lliis Company — if there ho no' other 
steamer fitted for the service on the coast 
that can be procured — we propose a 
temporary renewal of the subsidy, and 
urge that the Colonial Government shall 
put itself in eommunicatioa with tho 
Home nuthorities to ascertain what our 
irciily-rights really aro, and to demand 
that for the extra postnge now paid upon 
every letter sent oat of or received in tho 
Colony from abroad, our mails shall be 
deliverLMl liero free of any extra charge or 
subsidy, for as tlio case now stands, we 
lire iibsolnlely l^ayinrj double for our mail 
f.icililies, such as tlioy are.

May there never be any practical com- 
parisou of tho American and British 
ordnance systeiiis say we, whatever Mr 
Seward niaj try to do. Let us, however, 
liiive a peaceful experiment or two by all 
means, it' it be only to stop the inoiitlis of 
the gentlemen across llio Allantii', which 
are almost as wide, and make as much iioisn 
as their own very big, hut apparently 
nut very efifective, ordnance. Let them 
have their heart's desire, and the decent 
dose of No. 1 powder for the l5 inch gun, 
svhich is all ihey need to make them quite 
happy. Hut first let us disabuse our fair 
cousins of a Iremeiidoiis delusion, if they 
will he disabused The success or failure 
of their 15 inch gun against the 8 ineli 
armour.and Warrior backing could not in 
the least degree affect onr British guns, 
for the simple reason that with much 
lighter guns we can readily pierce the 
target which their guns has not pierced 
with the ordinary service chiirge of their 
servico powder — not the mammoth powder 
this time, if you please, 'f'liey seem lo 
think their giin pierced the 8 inch plate. 
It neither did so, nor did it "rack" llio 
target in such a way as to j)rove dcstruc- 
livo to it liad it liceii tbo part of the de- 
fpnce of a ship afloat. Now, the Ameri- 
cans say they can easily get, as is proved 
by official experiment, an initial velocity 
of 1,500 feet por second out of their 15 
iuuh gun, whereas tho Sliocbuiyiiu.ss tiial 
;rot only l,2l0 feet per second ; and as 
ilie vis viva increases with tbe square of 
the velocity, they contend that, had the 
;jun been fired "with its proper charge of 
powder"' (.whatever that may be ), the 
tlTcet on tho target would have been 63 
per cent, greater than it was, and that 
not only would the Warrior but the Her 
cuius target, backing and all, li;ive gone 
whistling down the wind a prey lo cast 
iron.

(liseovered in America "like the .Monitors'' 
(poor Captain Cowper Coles 1), or, "our
